Vimy Ridge 

The following interesting letter 
from Rev. Mr. Davis, who was at 
Red Deer for a short time before 
going overseas, will be read with in- 
terest by friends here. The letter 
appeared in an Episcopalian Mission- 
ary Monthly. Mr. Davis is working 
with Rev. Major Wilson, of Red 
Deer, in the sarre Brigade : 

We have just come back from the 
taking of Vimy Ridge, which I need 
not describe. I hope never to have 
to go through.the like again. The 
scenes one witnessed are indescrib- 
able. Before going in, which wasyon 
Thursday night of Holy Week, I 
held a service of Holy Communion 
on the Wednesday evening. We held 
the service in an empty ill-lighted 
hut. There was not a bit of furni- 
ture save a rough table. There were 
about a hundred present, including 
the C.O. and several officers. Never 
have I taken a more impressive ser- 
vice. It was wonderful to look over 
the body of men kneeling (on the 
muddy floor all joining so earnestly 
in the service. ‘Lhe following even 
ing at the request of a young officer 
—an American—I held a similar ser- 
vice, which was attended by about 
twenty-five who could not attend the 
first service. 

I lived with the M.O. at the regi- 
mental aid dugout. On the day of 
the taking of the Ridge I helped to 
get in the wounded, and spent most 
of the following day burying the 
dead. We lost several officers,  in- 
cluding the one who asked for the 
second Communion Service, and who 
was one of the most consistent 
Christians in the battalion. 

A NARROW ESCAPE 

I had one or two narrow escapes. 
I had just buried four poor iellows 
close to the front line trench and 
was talking to the ren in the 
trench, when a shell dropped on the 
parapet and killed three of them. I 
am thankful to say I escaped with 
nothing more than a_ temporary 


shaking. : 
AN EASTER DAY 

We had a parade service, the first 
for some time. We had Baster 
hymns and a brief Easter message, 
which I hope was a help to the men 
in view of the loss of comrades. 
Four years: ago you will remember I 
took thé. Easter service in Lille, not 
so many miles away. 

A SERGRANT’S CONVICTIONS 

Last night I was getting about 
amongst the men in the hutments. 
In one hut, occupied’ by a number of 
sergeants, one of them, I think, ex- 
pressed the mind of a great. many of 
‘our men when he said: ‘‘Sir, the 
‘events of the last few days have 
made us do some deep thinking and 
made us feel that we can't get along 
without God.’’ It is indeed a great 
privilege to be here, and to have 
such a splendid opportunity of doing 
somethine for the Master. 

‘The other day I was chatting wi** 
a man excavating a dug-out. IT 
found he was an ex-Mayor of Coch- 
rane, Ontario, and a warm suppor 
ter of the little church thero.

THOMPSON IS CERTAIN 


Mr. Levi Thompson, of Qu’Appelle, 
is certain. Hs is a strong conscrip- 
tionist, but may vote for the refer- 
endum on the ground that it is a 
plank of the grain growers platform. 
He is a member of that association, 
and signed their platform when he 
ran as their candidate at the last 
election. As for J. J.. Turiff, of As- 
siniboia and W. E. Knowles, Moose- 
jaw, they havo in season and out of 
it, so savagely attacked the govern- 
ment, conscriptionist Liberals have 
not much hope in their ,voting at 
least against referendum. However, 
they may yot join the procession. 


IN MANITOBA 


There are but two Liberals from 
Manitoba, Robert Cruise, of Dauph- 
in, and Dr. Mooloy, of Provencher. 
Mr. Cruise, like Mr. Thompson, is a 
grain grower and endorsed at ‘the 
last olection the farmers’ platform, 
which contained the referendum 
plan.

REACHING A CRISIS 


The utter inability of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier to hold his party together 
and the desertion of the three lead- 
ing’ Liberals including his deskmate 
and first licutenant, is rapidly bring- 
ing to.a head the crisis in the, Lib- 
eral party. Liberals outside tho 
house have been bringing strong 
pressure to bear that Sir Wilfrid 
must be cither completely repudiated 
and q new leader elected, or that thq 
conscriptionists be prepared to join 
forees with the government in gcn- 
eral policy to win the war. 

As aresult a rumor is current to- 
day that Sir Wilfrid will definitely 
resign at the end of the session, if 
not earlier. Flis health has been 
growing worse ‘lately, and the strain 
of the session is telling on the vet- 
eran statesman. With a divided 
party and no hope of again being 
premier, it is thought that ho. will 
welcome an opportunity to resign.

Why Germany Is Unbeaten 


Why Germany is still unbeaten 
with two-thirds .of the civilized 
world in arms against her is set 
forth by Mr. F. W. Wile, who was 
the Berlin correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily Mail up to the time war 
broke out. He draws attention to 
the fact that the enemy is still at 
his fighting zenith, and his reasons 
are given as follows : 

1. All the men, women and chil- 
dren in the Empire regard them- 
selves as being at war and are con- 
ducting themselves accordingly. 

2. The Empire has- a Government 
which governs with no other consid- 
eration whatever than that of wag- 
ing and winning the war, 

3. The Government leaves abso- 
lutely nothing to chance, anticipat- 
ing contingencies and not temporis- 
ing with them after they have aris- 
‘en. 

4. The nation’s food supply, 
though disastrously low, has been 
organized since Noverrber, 1914, on 
a basis which makes ‘“‘starvation’’ 
impossible. 

5. Failures in public office—mili- 
tary, naval, and civil—are ruthlessly 
relegated, no matter how high- 
sounding a name or brilliant a rep- 
utation requires to be sacrificed. 

6. The industrial classes, realizing 
‘that their own existence as well as 
that of Germany is at stake, are 
working tooth and nail in the na- 
tional cause. : 

7. Strikes are rrercilessly dealt 
with and broken before they have 
had time to spread by _ treating 
would-be strikers and their leaders 
as comnron enemies of the State. 

8. Despite their failings and  dis- 
agreeable qualities as a nation, the 
German people are thrifty, frugal, 
highly patriotic, and endlessly will- 
ing to sacrifice for the Fatherland. 

9. The German armies, after 34 
jmonths of fighting, are still in occu- 
pation, with minor exceptions, of the 
|vast territories which their superior 
preparedness enabled them to  con- 
quer and hold. 

10. The German flect issstill in- 
tact, numerically more powerful than 
ever, capable of risking daring sor- 
ties into mined British waters, and 
is sinking hundreds of thousands of 
tons of Allied and neutral shipping 


per month. 
11. German = man-power, which 
rests on a pre-war population of 


roundly 70,000,000, is no nearer ‘‘ex- 
haustion’’ than the man-power of 
the United Kingdom with a pre-war 
population of 46,000,000. 

12. German statesmanship 
eschewing ‘‘war measures” like the 
stoppage of racing to save wats, 
deals with burning necessities like 
rationing of breadstuffs. The Ger- 
man Government will not shrink 
from rationing the air men breathe 
if it will promote the winning of the 
war. And it will not wait until the 
| nation has no more breath left be- 
fore issuing breath-cards. 

The moral is that we, too, must 
;make equally great sacrifices if the 
war is not to drag on intermineblv. 
And yet we have a class of people in 
‘our midst who think we hive done 
enough. Tf they have their way 
democracy’s davsa are numbered. —

REGINA, June 20th.—All the ma 
chinery of the Martin government is 
being utilized to defeat every soldier 
candidate nominated by the Opposi- 
tion. Originally an agreement. was 
made similar to that in Alberta by 
which fighting men at the front who 
had been nominated by either side 
would have their seats by acclama- 
tion, but when Brigadicr-Genera. 
Embury, the hero of magy battles 
and the idol of Saskatchewan peo 
ple, accepted the nomination by ths 
Opposition in Regina the Libera, 
executive concluded to declare the 
arrangement off. In Hanley the Lib- 
erals had named a soldicr, and in 
the 
Opposition organization ceascd by 
the Conservatives in these two rid- 
but today it was announced 


that the government would place a 
candidate in the Qu’Appelle constit- 
uency. In Regina every device of 
the government machine is being 
used against Brigadier-General Em- 
bury. 

Of course it was no secret 
Cal. J. E. Bradshaw was marked 
fer’ aughter in Prince Albert, in 
spite ofthe fact that he is onthe eve 
of leaving for the front with his 
command. The special anger of the 
old Scott crowd ‘is directed toward 
the fearless Bradshaw for his part 
in forcing the investigation that pro- 
voked Scott’s «resignation and tho 
exposures last year which placed a 
number of prominent Liberals, be 
hind the bars. Beyond the Bradshaw 
contest, however, it was!believed the 
plan’ to protéct — soldier nominees 
would be respected. This attitude of, 
the government has aroused very 
general criticism among the return: 
ed soldiers and thetr sympathizers. 

Dr. D. D. Ellis, grand master _ ol 
the Orange Ledge in Canada, affirm 
ed last night from the platform that 
the reasop the Martin government 
was fighting soldier cardidates was 
the same that originally influenced 
the government in disfranchising 
Saskatchewan’s 33,000 men at tho 
front—the conviction that they were 
opposed to the practices which havo 
made the Scott-Martin combination 
infamous. He added that the Sask- 
atchewan government has been tho 
implacable foe of the man in khaki 
ever since last summer when Shep- 
herd, then speaker of the House, ap- 
pealed to the Moosejaw constituency 
for.a .vindication and was defeated 
chiefly by the 95 per cent. vote of 
the soldiers in two polls registered 
at that time. Dr. Ellis regarded 
this as significant of the general scn- 
timent of the soldiers and accounted 
for their treatrrent at this time. In 
conclusion he pointed out thet Brig- 
adier-Gencral Embury, who had been 
honored by the King and famed 
throughout the world for leading the 
brave Canadians in battle, though 
an old resident of Regina, vould not 
have his ballot cast here at the 
approaching election. It developed 
today that the returned soldicrs will 
call a convention next week to nom- 
inate three men for three seats at 
large. It is said returned gnidicrs 
will be named and their nominations 
sent to the front: for approval.

Crop Prospects Good 


After an extended trip over the 
west and as far cast as Fort Wil- 
liam, Grant Hall, vice-presidont and 
general manager of western lines of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, return- 
ed to Winnipeg, Friday. i 

Mr.- Hall was asked to give his 
views on several important things 
that are now uppermost.in the minds 
of Canadians, and especially of those 
in the west, but ho would talk on 
only one thing, and that is the con- 
dition of the eountry from an agri- 
cultural and railway standpoint. 
Opening of the coal mines, conscrip- 
tion, probabilities of a federal elec- 
tion, result of the election in  Al- 
berta, were all dismissed with a 
shake of the head and the ‘nothing: 
to-say” sign. a 

“There is no doubt,’’ said Mr. Hall 
“that while we must put our en- 
tire energy into winning the war, it 
is unfortunate that we have any pol- 
itical issues arising to divert our 
attention from the one: bigy question. 
The first great problem we have is 
the need of the Empire, and all mat- 
ters of state, of food supply, of leg- 
islation, of economics and of trans- 
portation must be directed towards 
supplying that need. 

“‘So far as conditions in the west 
are concerned everything is just. the 
same as it generally is this time of 
year. It is too carly to judge or 
estimate any crop. It is entirely a 
question of weather. I cinnot sec, 
though, that we have anything to be 
alarmed or pessimistic about. It 
was a little dry until the rain the 
early part of the week, but all alarm 
is now past. Southern Alberta bids 
\fair to accomplish as much again

“Owing to the unfortunate con 
dition in the Crow’s Nest Pass. coal 
areas in regard to labor, southern 
British Columbia is not going ahead 
as fast as it was earlier in the year 
as the coke supply is practically shut 
off and with work restricted in the 
smelters there is less need of mine 
!production, and while many districts 
in that part of the country are pro- 
jducing quantities of fruit the great 
prosperity still depends on the out- 
put of the mines. 

“On the coast there has no doubt 
been a great revival. This is owing 
to many things, but I think princip- 
ally to the fact that the people have 
settled down to a question of  pro- 
‘duction instead of speculation. 

‘No, there is nothing new in rail- 
way matters.. We are busy on the 
road, but, of course, it must always 
be borne in mind that being busy 
‘now is different from what it wasa 
few years ago when there was No 
shortage of experienced train crews. 
There are over 6,000 railway em- 
ployes of Western Canada fighting 
for the Empire, and these men re 
present, not only a large percentage 
of the operating train crews, put a 
very great voice in helping to solve 
some of our perplexing political 
questions.’’

LONDON, June 21.—Continuing its 
discussion of the representation of 
the people's bill yesterday, the house, 
of commons by a Vote of 291 to 25 
decided that the ago qualifying wo- 
men to vote should be thirty, as 
proposed in the bill 

The government firmly resisted all 
attempts to amend the clause in the 
“representation of the people’ bill 
extending suffrage to women to 
thirty years of age who ‘are entitled 
to be registered as local govern- 
rent electors, or -whose husbands 
are so entitled. Thus the muntber of 
amendments proposed with the ob- 
Ject of fixing a lower age limit or 
otherwise increasing the number of 
women voters were defeated or 
abandoned, and the clause was Car- 
ried virtually as settled upon by 
conference by a_vote of 214 to 17. 

Home Secretary Cave, in opposing 
amendments, ‘admitted they might 
be just toward women, but that 
they would add several million to 
the register, and that ‘at the pre- 
sent stage he considered it inadvis- 
able to go beyond the arrangement 
arrived at in the conference and on 
which the bill was, based.

OTTAWA, June 20.— Operation of 
the Alberta and_ British Columbia 
coal mines under government direc- 
tion was the reconrmcndation to the 
cabinet today by R. F. Green, M.P., 
who, as a royal commissioner, has 
been endeavoring to secure a settle- 
ment of tho strike im district 18. 

Mr. Green was unable to muke a 
settlement. He;had a long interview 
with Hon. T. W. Crothers, minister 
of labor, this morning when he re- 
ported on the situation and recom- 
mended that the government order 
the owners to continue the ppera- 
tion of the mines under the direction 
of 2 commissioner appointed by the 
government. He would fix wages, 
hours of labor, price of coal,: ete. 

Action along the lines recommend- 
ed will be taken by the government 
at once and the necessary order-in- 
council will be drafted. The chief 
difficulty will be to secure a satis- 
factory commissioner to operate the 
mines.

(‘Mr. Crothers says that the duties 
of the commissioner will be to give 
directions to the mine operators, 
Managers and men to get. the mines 
working at the earliest possible 
moment. He will be empowered to 
fix hours, rates of wages, holidays, 
etc., and to regulate the price of 
coal. ' ;

Fine Sentiment is Expressed

OTTAWA, June 21.—Fred Pardee, 
chief Liberal whip, in resuming tho 
debate on-the conscription pill  to- 
day, said that Canada needs an 
awakening, men and women alike. 
‘He was atraid they were inclined to 
take the war as a matter of course. 
if we have red blood in our veins we 
would give the boys at the front all 
the help that they require. ‘The rich 
and the poor alike should do their 
share. ‘here should be strong lea- 
dership. ‘he fate of political par- 
ties does not matter so long as we 
do what is right and preserve demo- 
cracy. The duty of the,people and 
parliament is to see that those men 
who have gone shall have the back- 
ing of those men who have stayed at 
Mr. Pardee believed that 
there are thousands of young men 
throughout Canada who can be spar- 
ed. If they are not prepared to 
fight they are not fit to be free. In 
Ontario there were thousands of 
young men who should be compelled 
to join the forces. 


PAINFUL POSITION 


Coming to the referendum amend- 
ment, Mr. Pardee said he was never 
before in so painful g position poli- 
tically. He paid high tribute to his 
leader and said that he differed with 
Sir Wilfrid only because of h'%s sin- 
cere conviction that he was’ pursuing 
the right course. 

Mr. Pardeo said that while he dif- 
fered from the Irench-Canadian 
members of the house he believed 
their convictions on the matter to 
be just, as sincere as his own. Mr. 
Pardee blamed the government for 
having precipitated conscription 
without any education of the people 


in advance. Because of this, after 
promises that conscription would 
not be introduced, he was afraid 


that a referendum would be defeated 
and the door would be closed. Pro- 
ceeding, Mr. Pardco said that par- 
liament would be accused, and right- 
ly accused, if it failed to bring for- 
ward measures of conscription.

Hon. Arthur Meighen, who follow- 
ed, said that the bill would be pas- 
sed and enforced because it is the 
only right thing to do. This would 
be made possible by ‘the proper atti- 
tude assured by certain members of 
the other side of the house who were 
doing the right thing under very try- 
ing circurrstances. Canada, he said, 
was able to send these men, and 
therefore there was nothing else to 
do but to send them. It might 
cause inconvenience but that was 
not to be considered at such a time. 

Mr. Meighen said that’ Mr. Pardee, 
who had just made an address which 
would long live in the annals of par- 
liament, had suggested that under 
the shadow of this bill more men 
could be secured by the voluntary, 
system, but this system had _ pro- 
duced only 67,000 in twelve months. 
The government had exhausted its 
efforts to make voluntarism moro 
successful, but without proper re- 
sults. There had been no sparing of 
effort in Quebec;or anywhere else.
